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Objectionable Negroes. 

DarinflT the psst month tlie depreda- 

tidrs committed by unruly nceroes in 
this sectiuii have been numerous and 
with the comins of winter they are 
expected to incrense in number and^to 
such an extent that the police may be 
unable to cope with the sitaation. 

Local negroes cannot be accused of 
the crimes that have 'been almost be- 
yond number, for with a few excep- 
tions they are Isw abiding. Some 
few, of course, make the burden heav- 
ier on the other members of the race. 
However, the deoredations are the 
worl[ of imported nesroes. 

The wrecking of the Louisville ''and 
Nashville passenger train near.Paris, 
the murder of Deputy Sheriff Hsrt st 
Winchester, the firing upon a railroad 
employe near this city, by a desperate 
blaeic, and a aufliher of other murder, 
shootinc; and eottini? scrapes can be 
safely laid at;the doors of the import- 
ed negroes. 

Who is responsible for such condi- 
tions? Who is to blame for flooding 
goodc ommunities with such objection- 
able characters? None other than 
railrosd contractors, who gather to- 
gether gangs for railroad labor. 

ItM negroes are the most desperate 
I of their rsce. In most cases they are 
fUiCitives from justice. guilty of almost j . 
every conceivable offence— murder, j ' 
I rape, arson— driven from their liomes 
j because of some heinous crime, they 
have committed, they escape the 
I clutehes of the law, move to new loeal- 
j ities, break the law and again are com- 
; pclled to vacate to thwart the arm of 
I justice. 

Such classes of negroes are a men- 
: ace to their own race, to the public 
: safety and good. Their unlawful acts 
i are bad examples to set before the law 
' abiding negroes. with the aporoach 
: of cold weather, and the scarcity of 
work, they must resort to something 
! to gain a livelihood. Thetts and mur- 
der may be the result, but how are 
they to be prevented? 

The poliesCof Paris have made every 
efi"ort to nut a stop to the practices of 
the negroes, who spend most of their 
time in town when not workrag. Many 
carry concealed weapons, and would 
not hesitate to tat'e a human life to 
■eeoroplish their porpoae.^ There most 
be some measures adopted to rid the 
community of the "bad" men, and 
done before it is too late, and before a 
good life pays the forfeit. 
'■ Another serious objection that could 
be revised is the lower element of ne- 
grues wiio males Paris theii permanent 
homes. Vagrants, both male and fe- 
! male, are to be seen every day. Com- 
plaints are numerous that housekeep- 
ers are unable to seeore negro labor 
\ for housework. Ihere should be a 
remedy for this— a jail sentence does 
no good, and llie workhouse baa but 
little effect. Something should be 
done to relieve the condition even if 
extreme neasnrea bavo to be resorted 
to. 



Stay at Home Vote. 

That there was a big stsy at home 
vote in the reeent presidential election 
m Kentucky is evidenced by the offi- 
cial figures as given out from Fraok- 
tort 

The vote cast for Wilson was small- 
er by 24,598 than the vote recorded for 
Bryan in 19U8, and the combined vote 
of Taft and Rooscelt was smaller by 
17,433 than Taft's vote of four years 
ago. This a loss of 42.021 from the 
aggregate Democratic and Kepublican 
vote. Viewed in connection with 
the natural increase in the number of 
voters during the four year period it 
shows clearly that a great number of 
Kentucky voten did not take the trou- 
ble to vote. 

It is easily seen that the Demoerats 
suffered most by reason of this stay at 
home vote. In Jeffersou county alone 
the Democratic vote fell off over two 
housand as compared with the Bryan 
vote of four years ago. while the com- 
bined Taft and Koosevelt vote was on- 
ly 155 beluw the Taft vote of four} 
years ago. The tremendous Democrat- 1 
ic plurality of 104.072 over the iTaf 1 1 
electors in the State dwindles to a ma- } 
jority of 1,032 over the^combined vote 
of the Taft and Roosevelt electoral i 
tickets. There is a falling off of more 
than 7,000 in tha Democratic presiden- ; 
tial vote in 1912 as compared with the 
Democratic gubernatorial vote in 1911. \ 
On the contrary the combined Taft ! 
and Roosevelt presidential vote is lar- 
ger by nearly 23.000 than the Kepub- 
li(*an gubernatorial vote in 1911. | 
The Socialist party incrnased its j 
total vote from 4.060 in 1108 t> 11,674. j 
Assuming that all this increase earae I 
from the old parties there remain 
many thousands of voters who failed , 
to work up enough enthusiasm in the 
recent eampaigni to go to the polls.

LARUE. 

—Mr. John A. Larue, one of the 
best known and most prominent far- 
mers of Bourbon county, died sud- 
denly at his home near Shawhan, 
Tuesday afternoon at 5 o'clock. 
Heart disease was the cause of his 
death. 

Several months ago Mr. Larue 
suffered an attack of heart trouble, 
while enroute to his home from a field 
on the place and be was assioted to his 
borne, where he remained in a dan- 
gerous condition for several days. He 
recovered, and while not in the best 
of health, bis condition was in no way 
alarming to thememberaof tiia family. 
He waa a viaitor .in Paria Monday, 
coming here on haaineaa. 

On the afternoon of hia death Mr. 
Laiue took one of hia aiatera to Shaw- 
han and placed her aboard a train en- 
route to Pans, and after attendins to 
the shipment of a barrel of frait to 
relativea ia St. Loaia ho rotarnod 
home 

Turning his horae over to an attend- 
ant Mr. Larue went into the house 
and chatted pleasantly with the mem- 
bers of his family who were gathered 
about the fire in the sitting room. 
Directly after seating himself he 
leaned forward in his chair and be- 
came unconscious. Dr. George Rank- 
in, of Shawhan, was summoned, but 
when he arrived death had ensued. 
Death was due to organic heart trouble. 

Mr. Larce was one of the best and 
most progressive farmers of Bourbon 
county, lieing a safe business man 
he was identiHed with a number of 
business enterprises. Associated with 
him in farming was his brother, Mr. 
Chas. Larue. Helwaa identified with 
the Bourbon Tobacco Warehouse Co.. 
the Boorbon Ckmntf Agricoltoral So 
ciety. He waa a director of the Firat 
National Bank of Paria. and waa a 
member of tbelBourhon County Board 
of Control^jof tlie Bailey Tobacco So 
ciety. 

Mr. Larue was a devout member of 
the Baptist church, professing relig 
ious faith at an early age, and was 
closely identified with all the inter- 
ests of his church and gave liberally 
to its causes. 

Ml. Larue, who at the time of his 
death, was in his fifty-ninth year, was 
a native of Mason county. Fora num 
ber of years he was the proprietor of 
the Blue Lick Springs Hotel and also 
conducted a large mercantile store at 
that point. He dealt extensively in 
tobacco and as a result amassed an 
immense fortune 

About twenty-five years ago his 
father purchased the elegant country 
home ot Mr. George Bowen, on the 
Cynthiana pike near Snawhan. the 
place comprising about four hundred 
acres of rich land. The family was 
moving to the property when the elder 
Mr. Lame, who waa entering tbe house 
to attend to aone dotr. fell te th«>. 
pavement and expired; Hia death 
was also due to heart troahle. 

The propertyflpaaaed into the heads 
of the Larue brothers, who managed 
the estate successfully for a quarter of 
a century, and in the death of the ju 
nioi member of the firm. Bourbon 
county loses one of its most substan 
tial business men and one of its most 
generous;and useful citizens. 

Mr. Larue was never manied. He 
is survived by four sisters, Mrs. Pres- 
ton, of St. Louis ; Mrs. F. W. Eber- 
hardt. of Frankfort, and Misses Lizzie 
and Tillie Larue, who live at the fam- 
ily home and two brothers, Mr. Frank 
Larue, of St. Louis, and Mr. Charlie 
Larue, of Shawhan. 

The funeral will take place this af- 
ternoon at 1 o'clock at the family res- 
ience. The services Vi^ill be conducted 
by his pastor. Kev. E. M. Lightfoot, 
of the Baptist church.

Hart Had Local Connections 

George M. Hart, deputy sheritT of 
Clark county, who was killed last Sun- 
day nicht at Winchester by a gang of 
negroes, was one of the moHi prcnu- 
nent fraternal men of that city, be- 
sdies being one of 
men of the county. 

He was a son of Josiah T. Hart, of 
Clarke ounty, and a grand nephew of 
Joel T. Hart, tbe famous sculptor, 
who before he achieved a world wide 
fame, was a residert ot Little Rock, 
this county. His wife was Miss Theo- 
doiia Lev;is and her father, Mr. Wm. 
Lewis, of^Nashville. Tenn., is a cousin 
of Hun. H. C. Howard, of Paris, 
United States Minister to Peru. 

Tbe funtral of Mr. Hart was held at 
Winchester Tnescfaiv aftaneor, and 
was largelf attesded. 

A dispatch from Charleston. W. Vi>.. 
yesterday says: ' l-hief nt Polite 
Woodson llcCurr', of V^incbe^ter. Kv., 
arrived here tot is (at ard will leave for 
Kentncky tomorrow with two m n who 
are believed to have had a haml in the 
murder of Deputy ^.h ritF Geo. oa.

Chief 
McCord will probnblv take his prison- 
ers to Lexington, Ky. for safekeeping, 
as public indignation at the time of 
the killing of Hart was high and it is 
not believed it would be safe to take 
the prisoners back to Winchester. 

"ihe prisoners arrested here gave 
the names of John Brocks and Joseph 
Wilson, but their descriotion fits tnat 
ot two of the men who are believed to 
have killed Hart. These men, all ne- 
groes, disappeared from Winchester 
the night of tbe itiiling and after a 
tight with a posse have not 
since."

Reeves to believe that he was one cf 
the n^-groes wanted fcr the murder 
and he telephoned tc VMnchester for 
an officer. Two mtmbirs of the police 
department went to tt-e store, where 
they placed the regro under arrest. 

At first he denied having any know- 
ledge cf the shooting but latei admit- 
ted that he was with the gang tnat 
shot down the deputy sheriif but de- 
clared he did not do the shooting. He 
said that when the officer came upon 
him he said "Well, I've got you 
'Shine,' " and no sooner had he spoken 
than one of tbe negroes with him fired 
the two shots which caused tbe death 
of the officer.
